Franz Tilmann was a son of that 


dreamy, learned, and vigorous country 
which colonized young America. He 
was from Alsace. At twenty years of 
age he visited Paris. It was there I 
knew him. He was a rick and well- 
educated farmer. 


Oli, yon need not exclaim! You 


have seen these peasants. . They come 
here in winter to air their millions; in 
summer they return 
home, and. 


gloved to the elbows, their foreheads 
shaded by broad-brimmed hats, they 
oversee those labors which make the 
fields grow golden in the sunshine. 
For them the grain of wheat is not 
alone flour, straw, or compost; it isthe 
plant, the blossom, the fruit. Tliev 
do not work like blind, stupid ma- 
chines; they understand what they 
are doing, and the value of their 
efforts; in short, they are not sordid, 
grovelling men; they are men who live 
close to Nature's heart. 


. It has been said in France that peas- 
ants, if they knew how to read, would 
blush at the labors of the field. To- 
day, we have educated peasants, and 
these glory in directing it plough.

Mrs. William Astor gave a grauc 


ball last evening at her residence, cor- 
ner Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth 
street, to introduce into society her 
youngest daughter, Misa Caroline As 
tor. The ball was BO timed as to cel- 
ebrate Misa Astor's eighteenth birth 
day. The As tor ball-room has been 
recently refitted and redecorated b) 
Marcotte and converted into an art 
gallery. 
It was thrown open for the 


first time last evening. The decora 
tions are a modern version of the style 
of the thirteenth century. Sub- 
dued colors predominate, relieved by 
lines and figures of gold. The differ- 
ent shades are so exquisitely blended 
as to produce a harmonious and pleas- 
ing general effect. Paintings collect 
ed by Mr. Astor in Europe are hung 
upon the walls. The most conspicu- 
ous among the large pictures are "Li 
Roaa," by Jules 1( efebvre, occupying 
the central position on the right wall; 
u cattle piece, by Van Marcke, iu the 
same position on the opposite wall; 
"The Retreat," by Edouard Detuille, 
on the wall opposite the entrance, 
and "The Master's Eye," a pas- 
toral scene, by 
Troyon, OH the 


right 
wall 
near 
the 
entrance. 


Among the cabinet pictures are "Arab 
Horses," by Fromentin, on the left 
side near the door^ and "Sampson and 
Delilah," ,by Cabanel, -near by and 
partly under "La Rosa." The ball- 
room is furnished in blue velvet. 
There were no floral decorations in 
the ball-room, but the parlors and 
dining-room presented the appearance 
of a conservatory, where vases, bas- 
kets and plateaus of cut flowers were 
met with at every tiirn. Hector Le- 
roux'spicture—"LesDanaides," which 
hangs iu the hall opposite the spacious 
stairway, was inclosed in a frame 
of smilax mingled with Poinsettia 
and cut flowers. The pictures in 
the parlora and dining-room were 
similarly adorned. There were dress- 
ings of smilax aud rosebuds also on 
all the chandeliers in the parlors and 
hall. The stair case was festooned 
with the same flowers arranged in 
pointad scroll-work—each point tip- 
ped with a Calla lily. Over the mir- 
ror iu the middle parlor, where Mr.

Astor crest, with the motto "Semper 
Fidelis" in letters of red immor- 
telles. 
The most elaborate iloral 


design 
was suspended 
over 
the 


entrance to the ball room. It display- 
ed the name of the debutante— 
"Caroline"—in letters of a foot in 
length, which was composed of white 
carnations and camellias, and the in- 
terstices were filled in with white and 
tea roses. 
This design was so placed 


that it could be read from either the 
dining or ball room. 
The supper ta- 


ble was adorned with an immense sil- 
ver flower stand containing one large 
cone-shaped center piece of cut flowers, 
overtopped by A growing palm, and 
two side pieces of cut flowers without 
the palm. 
The floral decorations 


were by Ekirch & Wilson. The . sup- 
per was by Pinard. 
The music was 


by two bands—Bernstein's'iu the hall 
and Lander's in the ball room. 


Many choice toilets were observed. 
Mrs. Astor wore a dress of silver 


brocade embroidered in roses and 
trimmed with old family lace. 
The 


train was of similar lace over crimson 
satin. The corsage was covered with 
diamonds. She al?o wore a diamond 
necklace and diamonds in her hair. 


Miss Caroline Astor's dress was of 


white tulle trimmed with white roses. 
Her ornaments were a necklace and 
pearl ear-rings. 


Mrs. James R. Roosevelt—one of 


Mrs. Astor's daughters—wore a dress 
of white tulle over white silk, the 
train formed of veils of tulle. The 
front was 
trimmed with plaited 


flounces with silver embroidery on 
tulle and rows of silver fringe. The 
waist was of white satin, cut low at 
the neck, and trimmed with a berthe 
of silver embroidery.

It is impossible to avoid making this 
reflection, in reading the recital which 
a friend of mine has written. 
Before 
allowing him to speak, a word about 
this friend. 


Franz Tilmanu was a son of that 
dreamy, learned, and vigorous country 
which colonized young America. H e 
was from Alsace. 
At twenty years of 
age he visited Paris. It was there I 
knew him. 
He was a rich and weil- 
educated farmer. 


Oh, you need not exclaim! You 
have seen these peasants. 
They come 
here in winter to air their millions; in 
summer 
they 
return 
home, and. 
gloved to the elbows, their foreheads 
shaded by broad-brimmed hats, they 
oversee those labors which nuike the 
fields grow golden in the sunshine. 
For them the grain of \vhe:it ic not 
alone fiour, straw, or compost; it is the 
plant, the bloi^som, the fruit. 
They 
do not work like blind, stupid ma- 
chines; they understand what they 
are doing, and the value of their 
eflforts; in short, they are not sordid, 
grovelling; men ; they are men who live 
close to Nature's heart. 


It has been said in France that peas- 
ants, if they knew how to read, would 
blush at the labors ol the field. To- 
day, we have educated peasants, aud 
these glory in directing a plough. 


Franz Tilmann possessed 
nothing 
of the nervous vigor of men who be- 
long to the Latin race—those little 
iron men who move Europe at their 
caprice. 
He was essentially German. 
Blond, tall, a stalwart young 
Her- 
cules, he had still the tender, sweet 
expression of a woman or a child. 


A glance .sufficed toarrest or quicken 
the warm, red blood, whose ebb and 
flow were visible beneath the trans- 
parent skin. 


A man of this type must either be 
impetuous or melancholy. 
With him 
passion would l)e exaltation of sjùrit; 
for him to love would be to dream and 
die. 


His nature^interested me. Tilmann 
was frank, and did not keep back his 
sympathies; I formed a close friend- 
ship with him. 
When he went away 
I expressed so much regret at his de- 
parture that he promised to send me 
a journal of his life. 


Here is the journal just as I re- 
ceived it. 


C H A P T E R I. 


" T h e rose-bud contain« material for a v o l - 
u m e . " 
All living things p.ass through con- 
stant transformations; nothing is sta- 
tionary or inert; everything iias a 
story that could be told. 
This must 
be true; for I, even I, have something 
to relate. 


1 completed my studies at a farm 
called 
Breithaus. 
The great 
farm- 
house, which does not possess even the 
merit of being old, is surrounded by 
a shallow, greenish pond, and by some 
trees that are wholly leafless. A tower, 
once whitewashed, biit now defaced, 
rises pretentiously between two enor- 
mous willows, which have 
perhaps 
grown distorted from terror at its 
aspect. 
Their 
branches droop low 
down into the sl^me, weeping for the 
limpid current where nature, if left to 
follow her own free will, would have 
placed them.

tranquillity of |he place, and of my 
own nature, cdaaed. 


The proprietor, who leased Breit- 
haus to M. Toquin, reserved t&e best 
part of the house for rent during the 
hunting-season. 
The chaae here was 
carried on 'n thé open ^fields, but it 
furnished choice and abundant game 
The arrival of the Duke de B 
the new tenant, was announced. H e 
was a diplomatist, belonging to one of 
the most eminent of our contemporary 
families. 
He had taken up his abode 
at the farm in the spring, ao that he 
might witness the birth and growth of 
the rabbits, partridges and quails he 
was to kill in the autumn. 
This gen 
tleman brought with him his daughter 
and his niece, two sisters rather than 
two cousins. 


To see nobles settling down in the 
midbt of her small domain was a ter- 
rible blow to the farmer's wife, Mad- 
ame Toquin—a short, dumpy person 
twenty-three years old, who weighed 
a hundred and sixty-three 
pounds.

The laborers 
were also delighted at the prosj>ect of 
having a little novelty at the farm; 
and they would gaze at the still va- 
cant house, to see if one of the young 
ladies had not already come. 


I alone cared nothing for th^ extra- 
ordinary event. 


You well know that our province 
on the Grerman side, is divided be- 
tween two distinct parties, the one 
belonging to the past, the other to 
the present, and that each lives its 
own life. 
Those who belong to the 
present, the working-man, the peasant, 
the citizen, the artist, mingle; those 
who belong to the past, the aristoc- 
racy, form a separate class.

aud Debut or Her Dausbter, MIsh 
Caroline Astor.

Mrs. William Astor gave a grand 
ball last evening at her residence, cor- 
ner Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth 
street, to introduce into society her 
youngest daughter. Miss Caroline As- 
tor. 
The ball was so timed as to cel- 
ebrate Miss Astor's eighteenth birth- 
day. 
The Astor ball-room has been 
recently refitted and redecorated by 
Marcotte and converted into an art 
gallery. 
It was thrown < ^ n for the 
first time last evening. 
The decora- 
tions are a modern version of the style 
of the thirteenth 
century. Sub- 
dued colors predominate, relieved by 
lines and figures of gold. 
The differ- 
ent shades are so exquisitely blended 
as to produce a harmonious and pleas- 
ing general eflect. 
Paintings collect 
ed by Mr. Astor in Europe are hung 
upon the walls. 
The most conspicu- 
ous among the lar^e pictures are "La 
Rosa," by Jules lefebvre, occupying 
the central position on the right wall ; 
a cattle piece, by Van Marcke, in the 
sanie position on the opposite wall ; 
"The Retreat," by Edouard Détaillé, 
on the wall opposite the entrance, 
and 
"The 
Master's 
Eye," a pas- 
toral 
scene, by Troyon, on the 
right 
wall 
near 
the entrance. 
Among the cabinet pictures are "Arab 
Horses," by Fromentin, on the left 
side near the door, and "Sampson and 
Delilah," by Cabanel, near by aud 
partly untler "La Rosa." 
The ball- 
room is furnished in blue velvet. 
There were no floral decorations in 
the ball-room, but the parlors and 
dining-room presented the appearance 
of a conservatory, where vases, bas- 
kets and plateaus of cut flowers were 
met with at every turn. 
Hector Le- 
roux's picture—"Les Danaides," which 
hangs in the hall opposite the spacious 
stairway, was inclosed in a frame 
of 
smilax 
mingled with Poinsettia 
and cut flowers. The pictures in 
the 
parlors and dining-room 
were 
similarly adorned. 
There were dress- 
ings of smilax and rosebuds also on 
all the chandeliers in the parlors and 
hall. 
The stair case was festooned 
with the same 
flowers 
arranged in 
pointad scroll-work—each point tip- 
ped with a Calla lily. 
Over the mir- 
ror in the middle parlor, where Mr. 
and j\irs. Astor and their daughter 
received their guests was placed a 
large 
floral 
representation of the 
Astor crest, with the motto "Semper 
Fidel is" in letters of red immor- 
telles. 
The most elaborate 
floral 
design 
was suspended 
over the 
entranee to the ball room. 
It display- 
ed the name of the debutante— 
"Caroline"—in letters of a foot in 
length, which was composed of white 
carnations and camellias, and the in- 
terstices were filled in with white and 
tea roses. 
This design v/as so placed 
that it could be read from either the 
dining or ball room. 
The supper ta- 
ble was adorned with an immense sil- 
ver flower stand containing one large 
cone-shaped center piece of cut flowers, 
overtopped by a growing palm, and 
two side pieces of cut flowers without 
the palm. 
The floral decorations 
were by Ekirch & Wilson. 
The sup- 
per was by Pinard. 
The music was 
by two bands—Bernstein's in the hall 
and Lander's in the ball room. 


Many choice toilets were observed. 
Mrs. Astor wore a dress of silver 
brocade embroidered in roses and 
trimmed with old family lace. The 
train was of similar lace over crimson 
satin. 
The corsage was covered with 
diamonds. 
She al-o wore a diamond 
necklace and diamonds in her hair. 


Miss Caroline Astor's dress was of 
white tulle trimmed with white roses. 
Her ornaments were a necklace and 
pearl ear rings. 


Mrs. James R. Roosevelt—one of 
Mrs. Astor's daughters—wore a dress 
of white tulle over white silk, the 
train formed of veils of tulle. The 
front was 
trimmed 
with 
plaited 
flounces 
with silver embroidery on 
tulle and rows of silver fringe. The 
waist was of white satin, cut low at 
the neck, and trimmed with a berthe 
of silver embroidery. 


Mrs. McKieven'wore a dress of yel- 
low moire with a court train. The 
front was trimmed with wide duchesse 
lace, headed with an embroidery of 
bronze and gold. A basque waist with 
square neck filled in with duchesse 
lace and trimmed with the same em- 
broidery completed the toilet.
